MUSIC PERFORMANCE 
CONTEST 


Last year the Madison commun- 


ity music committee, which has just 
completed'its fourth successful mu- 
sic memory contest, inaugurated a 
different form of musical competi- 
tion, namely one qf performance. 
The field of competition was re- 
stricted to piano and violin, as the 
committee, wished to .proceed cau- 
tiously and do nothing which would 
later have to be undone again. 


In both cases • the 
competition 


was foased on the successful per- 
fcirmance of one or two selections 
which had1 been announced in ad- 
vance by -the committee in charge. 
The competitors were classified by 
'ages which were chosen to repre- 
sent the principal stages of devel- 
opment of the average young mu- 
sician.' There were five, classes for 
piano and four for violin. .The last 
class in each case being a free for 
all in which only pupils of the 
highest ability could1, fiope to com- 
pote. Before ths final contest on 
May 9, 1922-a preliminary contest 
was held in order to determine the 
.fitness of. the . contestants for pa'r- 
ijfitgijjation 'in the final contest. The 
3Mphg committee for the prelim- 
inary contest 
consisted 
of 
the 


teachers of the competitors assist^ 
ed by a number of non-professional 
musicians-of Madison. For the final 
contest out'of-town judges .were se- 
cured; Dean Semon of 'Milwaukee 
for piano, and Mr. Theodore Wink- 
ler of Sheboygan for violin. 


For the contest this year, the 


committee has retained for the 
most part the same plan as was 
used in 1S22, with some slight dif- 
ferences. 
The entire program of 


contest selections' is new and for 
the highest class the committee has 
chosen those to be used in 
the 
state wide contest held in Marcll. 
under the auspices of the State 
Federation of Music Clubs. 


In addition, the committee is an-" 


nouncing this year a vocal contest 
for boys and girls of high school 
age. In this contest each competi- 
tor is to sing one song' prescribed 
by the commTttee and to sing a 
second one selected from a group 
of five proposed by the. committee, 
most of which are by American 
composers. 


The committee has been at some 


pains to include the work of Amer- 
ican composer's in all three of this, 
year's contests. It is hoped that 
in this way our 
youthful . music 


students may become acquainted 
not only with the classics but also 
with the works .of the best Ameri-" 
can composers.

adcress at Music hall last night. The 
program was given under the aus- 
pices of the W. A. A. 


In introducing- the speaker, Dean 


F. Louise Nardin stressed the fact 
that Madame Ponafme is the latest 
bearer of news, from Russia-, having 
less than a year ago escaped from 
devastated and war-ridden country. 
Madame Ponafidine is c.t American 
nationality, torn in Persia, She 
married a Russian and spent most 
of her life in Russia, 
living near 
Petrograd. 


"'No person can live honestly in 


Russia ^today. They must live by 
their wits, by bribing, by deceiving 
and by being dishonest. Everyone 
is taught that every human being 
is equal, that, each one must? do a 
little of each kind of work," Mad- 
ame Ponafidine said. 


The speaker declared that travel- 


ers in Russia are carried about- in 
automobiles, travel in the finest 
passenger trains, and are treated 
with the utmost courtesy, giving 
them no insight into real life of the 
country. The' people are living ac- 
cording to the communists inter- 
pretation of 
freedom, 
"a .license 


from every point of view: No God, 
no family, no patriotism." A most 
terrible state of immorality exists, 
ar.d this is one of the darkest things 
in the future outlook of Sussia.

WASHINGTON, D. C.—The long fight of the 


State banks and the State Tax commission of 
Wisconsin to obtain from congress the right to 
tax national banks on the same basis as State 
banks came to,ah issue this week in the senate. 


Within the next few weeks the Kellogg bill, 


considered in the senate, and the McFadden bill, 
which was passed by the house, will go to con- 
ference between the two branches of congress 
and a compromise measure will be framed for 
passage before March 4. 


Commissioner Rosa, representing. the Wis- 


consin Tax 
commission, was. in Washington 


several weeks ago urging the passage of a bill 
to permit the state to tax the National banks 
the same rate charged against State banks. 
Dozens of bankers who operate institutions 
holding state charters, in Madison, in Milwau- 
kee and other cities of the state, have written 
Wisconsin senators and congressmen urging 
the grant of power proposed. They argue that 
the National tanks enjoy a big advantage un- 
der present conditions. To the injury of the 
State banks, and that the state will lose large 
amount of revenue unless additional legislation 
is passed. • 


Representative Beck, Wisconsin, is one of the 


strongest advocates of the taxation. of National 
and State banks by the states on a'general ba- 
sis. "This matter has been before congress for 
more than a year" Representative Beck said. 
"The house committee on banking and currency 
held hearings on a bill providing that both Na- 
tional and State banks be taxed on the same 
basis. The bill was satisfactory to the State 
Tax commissions, including the Wisconsin com- 
mission. 
Chairman McFadden later displayed 


the original .bill and subftituted in its stead a 
bill demanded/by the National Banking Inter- 
ests, which left the present law practically un- 
changed. 
This till was slipped through the 


house last summer when a gentleman's agree- 
ment was in force that no important legislation 
would be considered and when' a majority of 
those opposed to the McFadden bill were . ab- 
sent from Washington." 


The controversy between the state commis- 


sions of Wisconsin and other states and the Na- 
tional banks arose in 1921 when the United 
States supreme court rendered its decision in . 
the Richmond case. 


The Richmond decision declared that the 


states had no power under existing law to tax 
the National banks a higher rate than was 
charged on ordinary moneyed capital in the 
lands of the individuals the state banks were 
paying a much higher rate. The supreme court 
declared that taxes then in force .against the 
National banks were invalid and on the basis 
of this decision, the National banks are now de- 
manding large refunds from the state and mu- 
nicipal tax authorities, running into the mil- 
ions of dollars. If these claims are establish- 
ed in Wisconsin and other states, new tax lev- 
es upon the people will be necessary to make 
up the deficit. The National Bankers' associa- 
tion has maintained a lobby here for the past 
year fighting the proposed bill to equalize tax- 
ation of State and National banks. A recent 
issue of the National bank organ "The Inves- 
tor," declares that the National banks will not 
accept the proposal for equal taxation because 
they fear that certain progressive states will 
destroy their State banks if necessary to lay 
heavy tax burdens on the National banks. 


"Some states would behave properly under 


such a requirement", The .Investor declares in 
a recent issue, "But the trouble is that some 
other states would be less intelligent. 
"Does 


anyone imagine, for instance, that North Da- 
kota, in some of its moods would care a straw 
what happens to State banks? 
Does it lopk 


as though Minnesota and. Wisconsin would be 
much more dependable, in the light of their 
conduct in the recent election?"

Volstead 
himself is being mentioned as an appointee to 
succeed Major Roy A. Haynes ad Federal Pro- 
hibition Director. .

tion as "ticklish" and will probably make no 
serious attempt to punish Keller for his defi- 
ance of the Volstead committee.

FAVORS ONE BUCK LAW 


[To the Editor:]—With great interest have 


I read in The Capital Times the opinions of 
various hunters as to the "One Buck Law". Be- 
ing that I am a fervent lover of the great out- 
doors, I feel that I must state my opinion. 


To every true and red-Wooded . sportsman, 


the game laws are not looked upon as a means 
of curtailing their desires, nor as a means of 
hindrance, whether it be in field, stream or 
woods, but generally, they are legislated to be 
in his favor, for his good, and of such a nature 
as to be a benefit to himself and to the game. 


It seems quite apparent that some people 


have not the right conception of LAW. Sure- 
ly, law is not a means by which to welcome' 
trouble, but rathar a means of foreboding trou- 
ble, should not the law be recognized and obey- 
ed. 


And so it is with the Game Laws. They are 


opposed by certain elements, just as other leg- 
islation is apt to be. But, when applied to law 
a'biding citizens, the game.laws are not a source, 
of curtailment, but rather one of- benefit. 
It 


is a sad truth, however, that -when mony 'oth- 
erwise respectable and law abiding citizens go 
into the r.eld. and woods, that they seemingly 
lose ail their sense of obedience, and respect 
neither Law nor Eight. 
And within this ele- 


ment are found many who.meet the -buck law 
with disapproval. 
. To • him who goes into the great woods in 
the fall of the year in quest of the white tail 
deer, and does so for the love of the sport, for 
the love of the great outdoors, to him the LAW 
is LAW. But, when one goes into the woods 
in quast of MEAT, then'to him the law. is as. 
naught. The whole situation rests on the ques- 
tion of whether or not to obey the law. 


I ?.m still a young man,, an ardent lover of 


outdoor life, and I havo been into the big tim- 
ber in quest of deer for six falls, my first year 
beir.g the earliest possible age at which I could 
obtain a license. I-have always been tutored 
in rospect for the law, whether in my opinion, 
good or bad. 1 can readily see the difference 
between the "either «ex" law and the Buck law, 
and without a doubt, «.l conscie,ntion» hunters 


have experienced the same, if they were inter- 
ested in the sport and not the meat. 


It seems quite clear to me that there is no 


other game law which has .been legislated which 
has contributed more to the conservation of our 
wild fife, and in its own small measure, 'than 
has the Buck La »r. Any man who cannot ex- 
ercise his will to the extent of not "drawing-a- 
head" until he is absolutely certain what he is 
shooting at, that man has no moral right to go 
into the woods as a hunter. How many hu- 
man lives could not have been saved, had some 
careless and reckless hunters exercised their 
will, and not pulled the trigger until they were 
certain at.what they were shooting? 


How many more deer would there pot have 


been,, had the buck law really been [obeyed? 
Why ehall ,we sacrifice years of" hunting in the 
future just because of the disobedience of an 
innocent law for Just a few seconds time? Isn't 
it a greater pleasure to witness the beauty of 
a leaping doe, than to experience the guilt and 
perhaps remorse, through .the mere disobed- 
ience of the law on the spur of the moment? 


What the buck law has done for true eports- 


men cannot be over estimated, nor tan it be 
under estimated. No doubt but what there are 
many who will .not recognize any other view 
but their own, but I trust that they, will become 
endowed with reason enough to place the two 
views at a par, and then weigh,out the pro and 
t h e con.

. It is a fact, (and Napoleon said that facts are 
stubborn); .that fewer casoalueo have occurred 
in the course of the'buck law than when either 
sex are eligible. We do not doubt that many 
<Joes .and fawns are killed, out sur^iy there is 
no comparison to the number which would be 
shot ,if the seawn was open on them. It is an 
undisputed fact, that there^are more deer with- 
in recent years-in certain localities, and such 
alone because of the Track law. I feel vindicat- 
ed it! my belief that if the buck law continues 
in force, that I shall enjoy the sport of deer 
hunting within our own state ai long ai I am 
endowed with strength enough to go after it. *

stand, to the end that our format covered areai
